LORD GRANVILLE MAKES EX.- 
PLANATIONS. 


The Pest of Relations, if Not the Best Intensejons 
Bxisting Between the Two Governments— 
Brgland Rejoices at Germany’s Marvel - 
Ous Progress—Other Foreign Notes. 


Lospox, March 6.—Ear] Granville, British 
minister for foreign affairs, delivered a long 
speech in the house of lords this evening, 
about the Bismarck controversy. He said that 
it Was now, more than ever before, to the in- 
terests of Germany and England thatthe re- 
lations between the two governments should 
be good, beeause it was ata time when both 
powers were about to meet each other ih all 
parts of the world. “Whilst each power will 
mgittain its rights, both ought to advance,” 
continued: the fpeaker, “in their common 
work of extending commerce and civilization, 
in 2 £epirit of candid co-opera- 
tion.” “All my _ efforts,” said Lord 
Granvile in conclusion, “will be exerted in 
favor of the conciliatory policy which Bis- 
marek has sketched out.” Granville denied 
that be had published the confidential matter 
alluced to by Bismarck. The German chan- 
cellor, he said, must have misunderstood him, 
for England, beyond any other nation, was 
gratifed at Germany’s greatness, and would 
spare no efforts to retain the friendship now 
existing between the two governments. — 

Earl Granville said he felt it would be un- 
becoming for him to make a long reply here 
to Prince Bismarck’s speech in the reichsta

GOING AWAY FROM HALIFAX. 


The Last British Regiment Under Orders 
to Leave, 

Haurrax, N. 8., March 6.—It is generally 
believed here that the Royal Irish Rifles, the 
only regiment now remaining in the Halifax 
garrison, has been ordered to hold itself in 
readiness to march at any time. The officers 
of the Rifles will not re ily acknowledge the 
receipt ofsuch a communication, but one of 
them states that they expect to be dispatched 
to the Soudan or Afghanistan, should the lat- 
tor imbroglio assume a more serious aspect. 
The withdrawal of this regiment will leave 
Moalifax without any regglar British soldiers 
for the first time since the foundation of the 
city in 1749, and very likely will necessitate 
the calling out of a portion of the local militia 
for guard duty and other service. The mem- 
bers of the militia receive the idea good- 
haturedly.

Zhe Missouri Pacific Employes Join the Strike, 
and Givethe Master Machinist Twenty-Four 
Eoursin Which to Leave—Business at a 
Standstill From the Gtrike, Eto, 
GaLvestoy, March 6.—News from Denison 
reports that atten o’clock this morning, at @ 
prearranged whistle signal, all the workmen

A PERMANENT MILITARY POST. 
_ The item in the sundry civil bill appropri- 
ating fifteen thousand dollars for the pur- 
chase of a site near Atlanta of a ten-company 
post, was stricken out by the senate commit- 
tee On appropriations, and an item substituted 
appropriating $165,000 for military posts in 
general in the discretion of the secretary of 
war. When the proposed amendment was 
reached Governor Brown opposed the mo- 
tion to strike out the Atlanta item, explain- 
ing the need of an aypropriationto purchase 
& site in order to render a previous appropri- 
ation for ihe erection of buildings available. 
The history of McPherson barracks was also 
set forth, and the senate urged to let the 
item remain in the bill. Senator Allison, of 
lowe, chairman of the committee on appro- 
priations, replied that the item involved 
Jarge expenditures at Atlanta, an interior 
town. Hetook the ground that the posts 
should be on the frontier, and that it was 
nota wise thing to enter upon the construc: 
tion of expensive permanent posts in the 
interior of the country. This attack upon 
the innocent little item brought Governor 
Colquitt to his feet. He proceeded to explain 
at Atlanta isan important strategic point, 
and the building of barracks is a question of 
humanity to shelter troops who, in the sum- 
mer, are withdrawn from the coast to escape 
yellow feyer and malaria. 

Governor Brown then had a letter from 
General Sherman, dated January 16, 1880, 
read, urging the purchase of McVherson bar- 
racks “for sanitary and strategic reasons. ’ 
He considered $50,000 a reasonable price. 
An extract from the report of General Sher- 
man to the secretary of war was also read. 
In this extract General Sherman states that he 
would keep a regiment stationed in Atlanta 
if the government owned McPherson bar- 
racks, because Atlanta is geographically so 
placed that troops could be sent from it to 
Wilmington, N.C., Charleston, Savannah. 
Tallahassee, Pensacola, Mobile, New Orleans 
and Nashville by rail in twenty-four hours: 
and in case of yellow fever at the gulf or 
south Atlantic ports Atlanta is ‘‘the surest 
and safest refuge.’ Governor Brown also 
had a letter read from the secretary of war, 
dated December 9, 1884. Mr. Lincoln says 
the department has desired to establish a 
military post at Atlanta, ‘‘especially for san- 
itary reasons,’’ but had been blocked by the 
want ofasite. He also stated that $100,000

“T have just visited Prospect Hill stock farm at 
Frenklin, Pa., the home of the finest Jersey herd 
in the world. It is owned by Miller & Sibley,who 
paid $12,500 for Michael Angelo, a bull calf, when 
he was less than six weeks old. This bull, Stoke 
Pege’s filth and Ida’s Rioter, are the heads of 
Prospect Hill herd, and $1,0€0 each is charged fo: 
tbe service of these bulis. Even at this figure 
cows are frequently turned away. Michael An- 
gelo paid jor himself before he was eighteen 
months old. The 160 cows of this herd are kept in 
a circular barn, which is lit by sixty eleciric lights 
andthe floors scalded and washed every day. 
Calves frequently ty over $2,000, six haviug 
sold at more than this last year. Thereis not a 
cow in the herd that does not make 300 pounds of 
Lutter a year, worth 50 cents a pound. The moth- 
er of Michael Angelo made 778 pounds in eleven 
months six days, and Mary Anne of St. Lambert’s, 
made 828 pounds in ten months and two days. It 
is bewildering to see these cows and study these 
figures.’’

FROM MACON. 


AN INTERESTING TALK CONCERN- 
ING ITS PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


What Superinte2dent Zettler Has to Say of Their 
Success—A Highly Bujoyable Music Recital at 
Wesleyan—A Negro Attempts a Horri- 
ble Reverge—Personal and General, 


Macon, Ga., March 6.—[{Special.]—Superinten- 
dent B. M. Zettler was found in his office at the 
Mulberry street public school this afternoon, and 
asked to give THE CoNSTITUTION the news about 
the public schools. 

‘The public schools are in fine condition,” he 
said, “bettor than at any other time in their his- 
tory, The increase in the number of pupils oyer 
last year, in the city, is more than three hundred. 
Every school under my supervision, whether in 
city or county, is provided with a teacher. Occa- 
sidvally, this has not been the case. Three new 
schools have recently been organized. They ‘are 
in Vineville, East Macon and south Macon, and 
each numbers at least a hundred pupils. In Vine- 
ville and East Macon new buildings have been 
erected, that in Vineville having three rooms, and 
the one in East Macon four. Both buildings are 
bandsome structures, and furnished ‘with all nec 
essary conveniences.”’ 

“Were the buildings erected by the city?’ 

“No, The'citizens did the work by private con- 
tributions. Over in East Macon Messrs. Subers, 
Cutler and Gantt deserve special credit for their 
efforts in the matter. Mr. Ab Holt was an enthu- 
siastic worker in securing the fands ts erect the 
Vineville school building, and in south Macon, 
County Commissioners J. B. Giles and Jenkins, 
and {Miss Gholston Scontributed largely to the 
success of the school there. The work of organ- 
izing these schools and erecting the buildings has 
all been done within the last year.’’ 

‘Were thenew schools put in operation because 
of the increase in population”’’ 

“Mainly for thet reason. Why, sir, people in 
this city would be surprised to know how rapidiy 
the population is increasing. You see the increase 
is pot in the older part of the city, because there’s 
no room for it. It is in the outskirts and suburban 
villages. Not many years ago, a school out about 
Gilesville, or Tatnall square, would have been al- 
most in the country. It-is very different now, 
and each year makes a wider difference.” 

“How much money will you expend in payiog 
the salaries of teachers this year?” ~ 

‘‘At least $50,000. Talking of salaries, there is a 
thing not generally known to our people: For 
the last five years teachers’ salaries have invariably 
been paid upon the day they were due, Nearly 
every city in the state falls behind now and then 
in this matter, and we are rather proud of our 
record.”’ 

Superintendent Zettler is an enthusiastic work- 
er, and the success of the public schools is largely 
due to his untiring efforts. He is the editor of 
the Bibb county Educator, a school journal that 
is widely circulated in the county. The teachers 
bave an association which meets once a month, 
and are required to attend normal class meetings 
once a week. The publicschools have been one 
of the most important agenciesin drawing popu- 
lation to Macon. Dr. Orr, state superintendent of 
education, has repeatediy complimented the sys- 
tem, and there is no sort of doubt but that the 
indorsement is fully deserved.

Another Prohibitiou Victory. 
A DECISION WHICH PREVENTS RETAILING 
WITHOUT PAYING THE SPECIAL TAX. 

Macon, March 6.—[{Special.]—About six months 
ago, Express Agent McGill, at McRae, on the East 
Tennessee, Virginiaand Georgia railroad, was ar- 
raignedin this city before Commissioner Has- 
kins, on the charge of retailing liquor without 
having paid the special tax which-the law requires, 
A number of Macon liquor dealers had been send- 
ing McGill jugs of whisky, C. O. D., and he would 
collect the money and ferward it to the dealers, 

After hearing the case, Commissioner Heskins 
witbheld his decision, and allowed McGill to go 
on his own recognizance, until the point should 
be decided by some judge of the United States dis- 
trict court. 

Last week, in the district court for the southern 
district of Indiana, Judge Samuel H. Treat decided 
a Case exactly like that of McGill. The judge held 
that the firm that shipped, and the express agent 
that received the whisky, were both liable for the 
special tax. 

Collector McWhorter says that all parties in 
Macon doing such C. O. D. business, must pay the 
tax, or be liable to punishment for each offense.

vention of New Words. 
From the 8t. Louis Republican. 

The English have no comprehensive word mean- 
ing what our “dry goods’”” means, and they need 
one. For “calico” they use the yazue and ambi- 
guocus wor! “print.” For“mirror” they always 
say “‘glass (“‘glaws’’), though, as thereare a hua- 
éred different kinds of glass, mirror isa word they 
sorely need. For “homely,” as applied to the 
features, English always say either ‘‘plain’’ or 
‘‘ugly,” and deny,the propriety of the mean- 
ing which Americans give to the word. But Amer- 
icans are right, says the Chicago Current. ‘‘Home- 
ly” is exactly what they want to say, for it means 
considerably more than “plain’’ and considerably 
less than “ugly.” They have no equivalent for it; 


hence, when they wish to say that a lady is home- 
ly, they cannot say it; vhey can say only that she 
is “plain,” that is, that she has no positive beau- 
ty, Or that she is “‘ugly,’’ that is, deformed or re- 


pulsive—and neither is what they mean.

‘“pakery,’’ ‘lumber’ and “hardware” they have 
no equivalent words whatever, and have to resort 
to phrases and sentences to indicate what they 
menu. For “perfumery’’ the English say ‘‘seent,”’ 
and insist that the long word is preferred by 
Americans because they are pedantic. But this 
charge cf a preference for big words is scarcely 
borne out by the habit of Americans in 
saying ‘““heip’’ instead of ‘servants,’ 
‘boss’ instead of “employer,’”’ ‘“‘shop’’ instead of 
“manufactory,” *“guess’’ instead of ‘‘conjecture,”’ 
“sparse” instead of “thinly populated,” and above 
all, ‘x’ instead ofthe Latin words ‘“‘adjust,”’ 
“repair” or “renovate.’’ The revolutionary war 
is far off, and travel has much mixed us up, and 
young men of culture in this country seem to 
think it meritorious to unlearn the vernacular and 
substitute English words. It seems to me to 
be mere flunkeyism, without any redeeming grace. 
In the sketch of his father’s haunt, in the current 
Century, Julian Bawthorne says of the picturesque 
old Wayside, ‘‘The nearest shop is three-quarrers 
of a mile distant.’’ He means the nearest store; 
why doesn’t he say “‘store?’’ In the application 
of words to modern inventions Americans 
haye shown themselves superior to the English. 
W ben the first railroad was built the English ap- 
plied to its parts as far as possible, the words. al- 
ready in use in stage coaching; while Americans 
edopted or invented a new set of words for thenew 
things. For railroad the English say ‘‘railway;”’ 
for depot, “station ;” for track, ‘‘line;’’ Tor locomo- 
tive, “engine’’ (which is only part ofa locomotive) ; 
for engineer, ‘‘driver;’’ for car, *‘coach;’’ for con- 
ductor, “guard;’’ for baggage, ‘‘luggage;’’ for 
buying a ticket, which is exactly what it is, ‘‘book- 
ing,’ which is exactly what it isn’t; for switch, 
“shunt,” merely a vulgar contraction of ‘‘shun 
it.’’ In America letters go by mail; in England 
they go “by st’’—a verbal survyivalfrom that 
ear y day when letters were locked in a hole in a 
wooden post by one messenger and taken out and 
borne onward by another. Both words are Cor- 
rect: the choice, a matter of taste. 


Those Who Use Our Langaage. 

From the New York Sun, 

The language in which Shakspeare and Milton 
wrote was the language of but five or six millions 
\of people in their day, and as late as one hundred 
years ago English was spoken by not more than 
15,000,000 or 16,009,000 people. At the same period 
French was the moth@ tongue of at least 50,909,- 
000, and German, in one or other of its forms, Wa3 
the language of from 35,000,000 to 40,000,000 peopl >. 


This state of affairs is now complet ly 
reversed, Between forty and hity 
y cars aco the English lan zuage 


equalled the German in the number of those wno 
spokeit, and now the latter is left far behiad in 
the race. German is spoken by 10,009,000 persons 
in the Austria-Hungarian emp!re, 46,000,000 in the 
German empire, 40,000 in Belgium, 2,009,000 in 
Switzerland, and is the native tongue of some 
2 000,000 in the United States and Canada. This 
givesa total of about 60,000,000 persons wHO may 
spesk German. 

With French the case is much the same, but 
the gein during the past century has been 
smaller than that German. French 
now spoken 34,009,000 people of 
France, by 2,250, Belgium, 200,000 in 
Alsace- Lorraine, 600,000 in Switzerland, 1,500,000 in

English is now spoken by all but some 500,60) ol

Flooding a Portion of the Sahara, 
From the New York Sun. 

There exists south of the fertile portions of Tunis 
and Algeriaa chain of desiccated lake basins, 
whose sandy or muddy bottoms, considerably 
lower than the Mediterranean, stretch away sonth 
ward tothe oasis of Tozeur. It was Colonel Rou- 
daire’s plan to flood these lake basins 
or shott by digging a canal 150 miles 
long, from the gulf of Gabes, on the east coast 
of Tunis. By this means he expected to turn 
about 9,000 square miles of the Sahara into @ navl- 
gable sea, convert a wide belt of territory around 
the sea into fertile lands open a waterway for 
French commerce far into the country, improve 
the,climateof Tunis and Algeria and create a bar- 
rier against wild tribes from the Sahara. Shon 

There is a little doubt that Colonel Roudaire's 
scheme is perfectly feasible, though opinions dif- 
fer as to its utility, A committee appointed by 
the French government reported that the plan 
was practicable, and could be advantageously ex- 
ecuted. ‘The late M. Tissot, the explorer of Tunis, 
fully agrees with Roudaire’s views. The Count 
de Lesseps and the engineers who went over the 
ground with him early in 1883, approved the pro- 


ject, and De sens is now one 0Ool 
its chief promoters. ‘‘We have no mountains to
